AMERICAN GOVERNMENT 
REASSURES CANADA 


Will Not Allow. This Country to 
be Used as Base for Ger- 
man Attacks.

Germany. and Austria Serve Formal

‘ WASHINGTON, Feb. Formal 
notification of the intention of Germany 
and Austria to treat armed. enemy 
mérehantmen of the Entente Allies as 
auxiliary cruisers, and to sink them 
without Warning after March -1, has 
been handed to Ambasador Gerard at 
Berlin® and Ambassador Penfield. at 
Vienha. Secretary Lansing was s0 
notified in a cablegram which came 
from ‘Ambassador Gerard today. The 
dispatch was merety intended to inform 
the Secretary of State that the notifica- 


tion was. being handed to neutral diplo- 
mats in Berlin and Vienna. 
The memorandum, a summary of 


yesterday in press dispatches from Ber- 
lin, makes a long décument and can- 
not be cabled to Washington before to- 
morrow. ‘ 

Staté Department officials would hot 
comment on the action of the German 
and Austrian Governments today. They 
said they preferred to wait until they 
read the text of the official notice. But 
there is every indication that the re- 
fusal of the Entente Allies to accept the 
suggestion of the, United States for a4

fare resulting from the introduction of 
the submarine and its defenseless 


Second—Issue a warning to Ameri- 
cans that if vie travel on armed en- 
emy merchant ships they will do so at 
their peril. : 

ird—Announce the purpose of the 
United States to treat armed merchant 
Ships as auxiliary cruisers when they 
entér American: ports, allowing them 
to remain only ae pee, HH to make 
repairs and to take on sufficient. fuel 
and provisions to enable them to go to 
their’ nearest national ports, then give 
them twenty-four hours’ notice to 
leave, and not permit any such vessel 
to enter an American port within three 
months after it has once so left. 
There_are strong indications that this 
will-be the attitude of the United States, 
also.that.the announcement of such a 
policy will be made the basis of a pro- 
test by Great Britain and the Entehte 
Allies on the ground that the rules of 
the game should: not: be changed during 
the progress of. the war. The contention 
of the Allies, it is believed, will be that 
the United States in 1914 took the-posi- 
tion. that merchant ships had a right to 
arm for defensive purposes. only. But 
it is. being pointed out in inner circles 
here that this announcement by the

Keen, interest. was displayed here to- 
day in the report that if the United 
States should assent to armed ~-mer- 
chant vessels being treated as war- 
ships the Entente Allies would find it 
necessary to retaliate by refusing to 
allow British ships to be used in Amer- 
fean commerce ahd by forcing’ Amer- 
ican exporters to sehd their goods 
abroad in neutral’ ships..

Appeals to Belligerents to Dis- 
arm Liners for Safety of 
Those on Board. 


FULL TEXT OF HIS NOTE 


Tells the Powers That We Probably 
Will Treat All Armed Ves- 
sels as Warships.

CHICAGO, Saturday, Feb. 12.—The

Germany représents her 
inescapable duty, which must lead to a 
sharpening of naval warfare. Responsi- 
bility for new developments, it contends, 
will rest on the British Government 
alone. 

Count von Reventlow joins in the 
declaration that the Government is mild 
in treating armed merchantmen as bel- 
ligerents, instead of as pirates. 


Captain von Kuehlwetter, naval ex- 
pert. of. the Lokal-Anzeiger, points out 
that the British instructions to masters 
of armed merchantmen were issued be- 
fore the Lusitania was sunk, although, 
he says, the British -Government in- 
formed the United States that the Lusi- 
tania was armed only for defense. Cap- 
tain Kuehlwetter questions, in connec- 
tion with his view of the Baralong case, 
whether the crews of mérchantmen are 
entitled to be classed as belligerents. 

The Taglische Rundschau says the 
memorandum will clear up the situation 
at sea in the interest and to the satis- 
faction of everybody, provided neutrals 
exhibit ‘*‘ that modegt degree of fairness 
which they need 4o perceive the un- 
assailability of Germany's standpoint.”’

BRYCE WON’T ACCEPT 
‘A MISSION TO AMERICA 


Some British Papers Minimize the 
Danger of Further Blockade 
~ Complications.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—Suggestions have 


been’ made in various quarters that in 
view of the possible development of 

ints of controversy between the United 
Btates “and Great Britain, Lord Bryce 
should go to Washington as a special 
envoy for this country. Arguments in 
favor, of the proposal, which originated 
with The Manchester Guardian, are 
thus summed up in that paper: 

** We have two very awkward prob- 
lems to settle with tne United States. 
In the first place, if newspaper accounts 
are to be trusted, we are asked to accept 
certain rules of submarine warfare 
which, it is understood, Germany has 
already accepted, and also agree to cease 
arming our merchantmen on pain, if we 
decline, of having them subjected to the 
same es as men-of-war in regard to 
their stay in American ports. These 
proposals amount to this: that we should 
not. merely recognize the submarine war 
on commerce as permissible under cer- 
tain circumstances, but that we should 
so far honor the German promises to 
observe these rules as to disarm our. 
merchantmen. With every wish to meet 
the American views where possible, these 
proposals are undoubtedly difficult. If 
the United States Government would 
make itself responsible for their observ- 
ance the situation would be easier; but 
nothing has yet been said about such a 
guarantee. 

‘* Secondly, in addition to these pro- 
posals for the regularization of sub- 
marine warfare, there is the thorny 

roblem of our blockade, which the 

nited States maintains to be wholly 
illegal. It would be a serious error for 
the poopie of this nor gras to underes- 
fimate the gravity of this issue. We 
‘must réalize that there are many peo- 
le in the United States who regard the 
ritish sea power and the principles.of 
its exereise much as the average Eng- 
lish Liberal regards German militarism. 
To us this may appear to be a very 
view, but that it exists, and not 
only in quarters which might be sup- 
posedly friendly to Germany, is a fact 
this.country ‘must recognize.

If he draws any conclusions from 
the settlement of the Lusitania question 
between the States and Germany, they 
will be that, if Germany has been able 
to get off easily for her heinous moral 
crime, we shall have no difficulty in 
making our legal peccadilloes right.”’ 

In some quarters is-held that this view 
is much too sanguine, and it is thought 
that the German memorandum relative 
to submarine warfare or armed mer- 
chantmen may add another disagreeable 
complication. 

There is not the least reason to 2 
pose that Great Britain will accept the 
German contention. There is even some 
disposition to regard the memorandum 
as chiefly intended for home consump- 
tion, The Westminster Gazette saying: 


‘It is put forward at this moment to 
convince the German public that noth- 
ing of consequence has been conceded in 
the settlement with the United States 
about the Lusitania.’’ 

The Evening Standard congratulates 
Berlin on ‘‘an extremely astute move, 
in view of the fact that America has 
already suggested to us that we disarm 
all our merchantmen.” 

The naval correspondent of that jour- 
oa} says: ‘‘ Having just sent out a new 

med merchant ship to attack com- 
merce, Germany is desirous of making 
the most of such methods of attack by 
placing other merchant vessels at a dis- 
advantage. In doing so she is seeking 
to avail herself, though in an indirect 
way, of the letter, if not the spirit of 
the United States note regarding armed 
merchant ships, and thus aay up to the 
American people as an oftse to recent 
strained relations, while in fact merely 
seeking to further her own ends.” 

While these citations indicate how 
varied are the views taken of the mem- 
orandum, no statement of the official 

sition has been issued. It is unlikely 

at any direct official response will be 
made to the memorandum, but it will 
no doubt receive an indirect rejoined 
in the note which the British and French 
Governments are drawing up in common 
5 reply to Secretary Lansing’s commu- 
nication sent at the end of January.

No Move to Disarm Allied Ships. 

LONDON, Saturday, Feb. 12.—There 
is no evidence that the British Govern- 
ment, or its allies, propose to change 
the status of their merchant ships, or 
the policy of arming merchantmen on 
account of the Austro-German declara- 
tion. The Government as yet has not 
formaily considered the subject, but the 
consensus df opinion as shown by 
newspapers an@ authorities who have 
been interviewed, is that Germany’s 
declaration of policy means-no altera- 
tion in her practice except that it may 
operate to keep neutrais off the ships 


a clearer field for submarines to sink 
merchantmen. 

Summarizing the situation it is con- 
sidered that Germany will win an im- 
portant diplomatic victory if the United 
States agrees to withdraw its protection 
from its citizens traveling on armed 
ships. Such a decision by the United! 
States, it is said, would be wholly in| 
Germany’s interest since that country 
has no merchantmen on the seas. 

As far as Germany's practice is con- 
cerned, naval writers declare that her 
submarines generally sank merchant- 
men whenever they could and will con- 
tinue the same practice. It has been 
the British contention that the Ger- 
man submarine methods, which at best 
gave merchant sailors orly a hazardous 
chance for their lives by taki to sea 
in small boats, justified..merchantmen 
in fighting in self-defense and mer- 
chant men adopted a roe of resist- 
ance only after several such cases had 
occurred, - 

“The memorandum simply means 
that Germany intends to continue to ex- 
tend the practices for which President 
Wilson is expecting a disavowal, repara- 
tion, and promises. of reforms,’’ says 
The Times. ‘‘ Among. the excuses the 
Germans put forward for sinking the 
Lusitania was that the ship carried 
guns. President Wilson curtly told them 
that they were misinformed, that the 
liner was not a naval vessel, but a mer- 
chantman, and hag been given clearance 
as a merchantman by the American au- 
thorities: He went on to insist upon the 
enormous offense against the principles 
of humanity. which the sinking of pas- 
senger ships involves. 

‘** The memorandum is a convenient way 
of nullifying the resutts of the Lusitania 
victory. ‘Ambassador von Bernstoff, it 
is said, announced the new policy to the 
Washington State Department simul- 
taneously with his delivery of the 
Lusitania note. This is a stroke of 
Teutonic humor, which, like the Austrian 
reply about tne: Ancona, ‘will cause 
much quiet amusement in German cir- 
eles in Amertca. The practical/results 
of the memorandum will amount to al- 
most. nothing, for the simple reason 
that Germany has tong since fulfilled 
wherever. and whenever she a 
poet a threats which she now puts into 
words,’’. ;

WASHINGTON, Feb.. 11.—Secretary 
Josephus Daniels of the Navy Depart- 
ment ‘today admitted, in response to an 
inquiry, that he had declined to accept 
the dime donated by little Miss Mar. 
jorie Sterrett, 13 years old, of 869 St, 
John's Place, Brooklyn, as the initial 
contribution toward’ the creation of a 
fund for the building of a dreadnought 
for the United States Navy. ‘ 

Miss Sterrett wanted the battleship 
called the “‘America.” Her contribu- 
tion was sent to the éditor of The New 
York Tribune, who sent the dime to 
Secretary’ Daniels, with a copy of the 
little ‘girl’s letter. Secretary Daniels 
sent back the ten cénts in stamps to 
Miss Sterrett, congratulating her on the 
motives which prompted her action in 
starting the fund, but explaining that

While we heartily regret, 
for. obvious reasons, that the men in 
question are not to face Princeton teams 
this year, we feel that Professor Cor- 
‘win’s committee took a course which, 
by the very fact of its unpopularity at 
Yale and the attention which it has at- 
tracted in the newspapers, will serve 
as a wholesome exampi in university 
athlietics.’’

Ignace Paderewski, the great pianist, 
yesterday for the: first time felt him- 
.self deeply insulted by @ New York au- 
dience of music lovers. It was) .at a 
morning musicale given in the ballroom 
of the Hotel Biltmore under the man- 
agement of R. E. Johnston, and scarce- 
ly had Mr. Paderewski sounded the 
magic strains of Beethoven's Sonata in 
C sharp minor when persons in the au- 
dience began to leave their seats and 
file out. He had finished the first selec- 
tion and started cn ‘‘La Bandoline,”’ by 
F. .Couperin, when the noise of the 
people leaving the room so annoyed him 
that he stopped short: and refused to go 
further. Several hundred of the audi- 
ence of 1,600 had already left. 

* The artist was furious. **‘ Those. who, 
do not wish to hear me will kindly leave 
the room immediately,’ he said in a low 
but agitated voice so that those nearest 
him in the audience could.hear, “* and 
those who wish to remain will kindly 
take their seats.” 

Still the stream continued to leave. 
Admirers in the audience began to hiss 
those who were leaving. 

**T am astonished to find people in 
New York leaving while_an artist is 
playing,’’ added the famous pianist. 

Then some one started to applaud, and. 
4n an instant the applause was taken 
up throughout the ballroom, and was 
continued with such vigor that Mr. 
Paderewski, after some minutes, felt so 
mollified that he consented to continue 
his recital. 

It was one of the few times that he 
had consented to play with other artists 
upon the program. At first he flatly 
refused to do so, but finally consented 
provided that the other artists first fin- 
ish all of their selections and he then be 
permitted to sit down to the piano and 
continue uninterruptedly to the end of 
the musicale. This was arranged, but 
Mme. Frances Alda, soprano, and Al- 
bert Spalding, violinist, who preceded 

im, receiv so many encores that it 
was 1 o’clock before Mr. Paderewski 
came to the piano. The concert began 
shortly after 11 o’clock in the morning, 
and there were fourteen numbers-on the 
program for the first two artists, 

The manager of the concert, Mr. 
Johnston, said that the program’ was not 
of unusual length, but he had not ex- 
pected so many encores. The when 
Mr, Paderewski came, the lights had 
to be turned low and other minor 
arrangements made before he could play.

evening. One of the largest audiences of } 


the season was present, and several hun- 
@red people who were unable to get in 
went away disconsolate: How far 
Verdi's opera was the potent. attgaction, 
and how far Mr. Caruso’s singing; and 
the opportunity to hear him in “‘ La 
Donna @ Mobile,” and how far. Mme,‘ 
Maria Barrientos, the new Spanish 
soprano, who appeared for the first 
time as Gilda, need not be accurately 
determined. Not only Mme. Barrientos 


was a new figure in the performance; | 


Mr. Giuseppe’ de Luca also made his 
first appearance as Rigoletto, and Mme. 
Perini made hers as Maddalena. 

Altogether, there was a performance 
of great merit. Mme. Barrientos’ met 
the high expectations that had been 
aroused, by her previous performances 
here. She presented an’ attractive, a 
girlish, and ingenuous figure as the 
jester’s daughter, and her singing had 
many aspects of charm and brilliancy. 
They were, of course, most conspicu- 
ously shown in the second act, in the 
duet with Rigoletto and in the air 
‘“‘Caro Nome.’’ In’ these her light and 
delicate voice was appropriate to the 
character of the music. er singing of 
them showed excellent style. The fine 
quality is, unfortunately, sometimes 
marred, when the tone is delivered in 
certain vowel sounds, by a tendency to- 
ward stridency. The ornamental pas- 
sages in ‘‘ Caro Nome’’ were executed 
with especial lightness, grace, and ac- 
curacy 

The 1 new Rigoletto, Mr, de Luca, gave 
an admirable, an interesting; and char- 
acteristic impersonation, not altogether 
on conventional lines. It. had many 
significant ‘details of malignancy, 
pathos, and tragic power. Mr. de Luca 
did much excellent singing, and some 
that was not so good. Mr. Caruso was 
in excellent voice, and in the first two 
acts sang with unusual continénce, 
richness, and purity of tone. . Unfortu- 
nately, later he gave way to the tempta-; 
tion that lurks near him to tear his 

assion to tatters. Of course, his sing- 
ng of *‘ La Donna @ Mobile” was in his 
most expansive style, and was raptur- 
oney. applauded. 

Rothier was excellent as Sparafu- 
ile. and Mr. Rossi made an effective 
figure of Monterone.

GOVERNMENT BUSINESS METHODS: 


It is curious how much Nke “big 
business” Governments act in the 
conditions of business. It is the same 
with both State and Federal Govern- 
ments, and on land and sea alike. 
For example, in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s Shipping bill it is provided that 
the Government lines shall make 
through rates and connections with 
raliways in the same manuer that the 
law forbids to other railways and 
steasmships. Another example is af- 
forded by the State of Georgia. It 
owns a railway forty-eight miles long, 
which is leased to the Louisville & 
Nashville through the Nashville & 


Chattanooga and is operated as a lnk’ 


in 970 miles of railway between Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville and Augusta 
and Montgomery and the railways 
tributary to the cities at each end. 
The value of the short line owned by 
the State depends chiefly upon its con- 
nections at both ends, and its lease to 
the Louisville & Nashville is about to 
expire. 

The Louisville & Nashville Company 
thinks that it would rather own its 
own Mnes than trackage rights, and 
there seems some doubt about 
Georgia’s intentions regarding the 
lease,. Therefore the Louisville & 
Nashville began proceedings accord- 
ing to law “for the construction’ of its 
own line, but has met with every sort 
of obstruction. The State efficiais 
have certified the correctness of the 
proceedings, but at the Governor's re- 
quest refused to file them officially. 
The reilway suspended its action to 
enable the Governor to avert the 
necessity of executing his threat te 
call a special session to sustain him, 
but among the firet acts of the regu- 
lar, session was the passage of a law 
to prevent competition with the 
State’s railway. That was done al-

Although the Catholina Lambert col- 


lection now on viéw at the American 


Art:Galleries is appallingly big and gen- 
eral, in some respects it is a rewarding 


collection to review within close limita- 


tions of time and spacé. It divides itself 
naturally into rather large groups, each 


{of which has its conspicuous feature s0 


much better than anything around it 
that the feeblest mind suffers not at all 
from confusion and surplusage. 

On the lower floor, for example, among 
Various old masters, some of which are 
very enticing, the ‘“ Madonnd En- 
throned,”” by Bernardino Luini, hoids 
the place of honor alike on its wall ana 
in the estimation of the reviewer. Not 
only is the composition admirable in its 
a beautifully pro- 
portioned ogee formed by the angel mu- 
sicians, grouped about the central fig- 


ures, but the types are developed with) 


the mild serenity in no way devoid of 
force which was the painter’s  specia 
quality, and the drawing of the indi- 
vidual figures is remarkably expressive. 

Note in the mddeling of the Madonna’s 
throat the exquisite sensitiveness of the. 
undulations and the firmness of the 
anatomical construétion. The same rich 
knowledge is displayed in the other fig- 
ures. The limbs are free and supple, 
the poses perfectly natural within the 
scheme of the design, the little faces of 
the child angels delicately discriminated. 
Add to this a fine arrangement of pure 
color and much vigorous and dainty 
architectural detail, and you have a 
picture that claims and holds attention 
at the outset. 

The Andrea del Sarto “ Holy Family ” 
hanging at the right of it, although es- 
tablished as an important picture, makes 
ho such prompt appeal, and neither, for 
that matter, does the..‘‘ Madonna and 
Child” by Botticelli at the left, in which 
the composition is ungraceful- and hud- 
dled and the rhythms broken. An Alonzo 
Cano “ St. Christopher and the -Christ 
Child” is stiffly. quaint and dignified, 
the attention of the artist centring on 
the magnifieent embroideries and bro- 
cades. There are many important names 
among the older masters in the catalogue 
and Mr. Roberts has taken the greatest 
pains in verifying-attributions, but it 
cannot be said that beyond the Luini 
the strength of the collectiog lies in this 
direction. 

The Dutch school is represented inter- 
estingly. There is a picture of a rabbi 
bought as the work of the Rembrandt 
school, but subsequently placed higher 
by connoisseurs seeing in it the stamp 
of the master’s genius. Reently clean- 
ing: has revealed a signature and a date 
and the matter is left to the public. 
Under circumstances of so much candor 
and seélf-restraint it is a pity not to be 
able to range one’s self with the opti- 
mists, but the poftrait fails to make an 
irresistible impression of authority. Far 
better, however, such a fine old lady 
as that given to Nicholas Maes than a 
Rembrandt of minor importance. 

One is freshly convinced of the futility 
of judging by names in surveying the 
Pictures of the English school. One 
passes by the Lawrences, the Romneys, 
the Reynoldses, to pause at the beautiful 
portrait of Mrs. Dudley Ryder by Har- 
low, the character so scrupulously in- 
terrogated and described, the forms so 
thoroughly understood and finely syn- 
thetized, the detail so quietly and lov- 
ingly developed as an aid to the gen- 
eral effect, and finally the color_of such 
refinement and charm. Why does any 
Picture of the English school - achieve 
@ higher place in the public esteem than 
one compounded of these merits? 

The French group is in many ways 
the most interesting of the whole exhi- 
bition, and the Monticellis are especially 
so aS representing the strongest per- 
sonal predilection of the collector. Most 
of them were bought directly from. the 
painter, and are thus ~placed outside 
the range of dispute and expertise.

IN TRANCE AFTER ACCIDENT 


Her Second-Sight Powers Startled 
Scientists Years Ago—Famous 
_for Her Cheerfuiness. 


Miss Mollie Fancher, famous for her 
cheerfulness during fifty bedridden 


| years, died at 1 o’clock yesterday morn- 


ing from heart disease, following an at- 
tack of the grip, at her home; 160 Gates 
Avenue, Brooklyn. Only eight days 
fore her death she celebrated the golden 
anniversary of her imprisonment, when 
a large number of friends and relatives, 
gathered at her bedside, 

Miss Fancher’s given name was Mary 
J.. and .she was. born in Attle- 
boro, Mass. She was a daughter of the 
late James A. Fancher, and was in her 
sixty-ninth year. Her father removed 
to Brooklyn when she was a girl and 
became a builder. At the age of four- 
teen Miss Fancher was entered in the 
Brooklyn Heights Seminary, from which 
she was to graduate at the age of 
eighteen. During her senior year at the 
academy she met with her first serious 
accident when she was thrown from a 
horse. She soon recovered, and then 
came the accident that ruined her life. 
Miss Fancher was leaving a street car 
when her gown caught in the step, and 
the driver, thinking she had left the 
car, Started it again. She was thrown 
to the ground and dragged for some 
distance, her spine being seriously in- 
jured and her head bruised. 

This accident took place on June 8, 
1865, and on Feb. 8, 1866, Miss Fancher 
Ww put-to bed never to arise again. 
During the first years of her illness, 
she manifested various ‘symptoms 
which aroused great interest. Once she 
went into a trance lasting for more than 
thrée weeks, and on another occasion 
she passed into a trance so deep that 
it was thought that she was dead and 
an undertaker was called in to prepare 
her for. the grave. -For nearly nine 
years after she was hurt Miss Fancher 
could not see, hear, or talk normally, 
and during several paralytic seizures 


she was only kept alive with the great- 
est difficulty. 

In the tenth year of her misfortune. 
Miss Fancher came practically nor- 
mal, although her memory was a blank 
for the period of her previous nine 
years’ suffering. Then she regained 
her senses and remained in perfect 
mental health until her death. 

For a year before her death Miss 
Fancher looked forward to Feb. 3 of 
this year with greater interest than to 
anything else in her long bedridden 
life. During the last year she was 
forced to undergo two operations and 
it was considered marvelous that she 
survived. The physicians attributed 
this to her determination to live to see 
her celebration. 

Funeral services for Miss Fancher will 
be held at her late residence at 8 o’clock 
on Monday evening, the Rev. A. A. Shaw 
of Emmanual Baptist Church conducting 
the services. The interment will take 
lace in Greenwood Cemetery on Tues- 
ay. 


SIR HUGH WYNDHAM DEAD. 


Ex-British Minister to Brazil Was 
Long in Diplomatic Service. 


LONDON, Feb..12.—Sir Hugh Wynd- 
ham died at his residence, Rogate 
Lodge, Petersfield, Thursday. Sir Hugh 
Was once Minister to Brazil.

REPORT CLEARS RICHARDS. 


Investigator Finds No Serious Fault 
with Bank Department.

Even the Haber process for sulphate 
of ammonia has been considerably in 
creased in capacity, though the’ plant 
at Opau suffered greatly, though in- 
directly, from an aeroplane visit. 

“The present German investment in 
these atmospheric fixation processes is 
over $100,000,00, and rmany is en- 
abled to meet not only her agricultural 
requirements for nitrogen, but her 
munition demands as well. In other 
words, Germany is now fixing atmos- 
pheric nitrogen in a quantity such as 
to replace the entire importation of 
nitrogenous material which amounted 
appiamemetay to 850,000 sons of nitrate 

soda and 40,000 tons-of nitrate of 
lime, plus an indefinite amount of Nor- 
wegian cyanamid, amounting probably 
to, 20,000 tons per annum, 

“The manufacture of cyanimid on 
this side of the Atlantic is conducted in 
Canada under American. direction. It 
is carried on at a higher efficiency than 
in the German plants and. a higher 
grade product is manufactured. Our 
transformation into ammonia is at an 
equal efficiency to theirs, and the opera- 
tion is conducted with fewer men and 
with a simpler form of apparatus. We 
further have in this country intimate 
knowledge of the design .and it will 
only a matter of a short time now 
when a fair sized plant will be produc- 
ing nitric acid from cyanimid by. this 
process in the United States.”’ 

Mr. Addicks’s topic was electrochemi- 
cal war supplies. he encouragement to 
those who produce atmospheric nitrogen 
by the oxidation, he said, should be 
generous and unlimited on the Dp of 
the Government and people of this 
country.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Secretary 
Daniels today annotinced that the Presi- 
dent had approved the recommendations 
of Captain E. W. Eberle, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
by which eighty-two midshipmen at the 
Academy’ are ‘to be dropped because of 
failure to pass their midwinter exam- 
inations. Three of these midshipmen 
belong to the first class, nineteen to the 
second class, twenty to the third class, 
and forty to the fourth class. 

Secretary Daniels explained that the 
eighty-two midshipmen would not be 
dismissed; but would be allowed to re-

|| Stocks Firm, Despite Handicaps 


’ —A Source of Increased 
Buying’! Power. 


Notwithatandine. ther general handicap 
ofan unfavorable technical market posi- 
tion and the special handicap of an im- 
pending two-day. holiday, which was 
likely to increase traders’ selling, the 
stock market yesterday showed a good 
deal of strength. This was particularly 
true of the copper shares, which two 
days ago came into spécial prominence, 
but it was true likewise of a good many 
other issues; This was all the more 
ncteworthy in view of the emphasis laid 
in the Washington dispatches on the 
possibility of complications growing out 
of the latest movement of the Teutonic 
allies in notifying neutral countries of 
their purpose to sink armed merchant- 
men without warning. A market. which 
had several times seen acute crises 
growing out of Germany’s method of 
sea warfare pass without bringing a 
bieak between Germany and this coun- 
try did not feel called upon to show any 
concern over such a complication as,that 
suggested by the German notice against 
armed merchant ships. 

The advances were hejped by the feel- 
ing which has been gaining ground in 
Stock’ Exehange circles that the ‘market 
is in a fair way to reflect the cumulative 
effect of trade activity. Even the re- 
tarding influence of international uncer- 
thinties might be overridden by the up- 
lifting effect of the excellent business 
situation. Besides the international po- 
litical situation the stock market has 
also to face the probable continuance of 
European selling here, and-also to con- 
tend with the restriction® which are 
placed 6n the market by the fact that 
brokerage capital and borrowing capaci- 
ty are already employed close to the 
limit. The fact that sentiment has 
veering. in favor of a further rise 
prices shows how much importance ‘a 
attached to the activity in trade as a 
market ‘influence. 

In banking circles it is being pointed 
out that as authentic information regard- 
ing the earnings of industrial companies 
come to hand the banks may be disposed 
to raise somewhat the values at which 
they have been admitting these stocks 
into loans. That is one of the processes 
by which the Street’s buying power can 
be increased. While it is a somewhat 
slow process, it is one which adds its 
force to the influence, and it is a great 
influence, which is exerted by the very 
unusual, if not unparalleled, prosperity 
which the merchants and manufacturers 
of the country are enjoying. The main 
link between those two, the railroads, 
are sharing as they must in this in- 
creased prosperity, although in their case 
the troublesome form which regulation 
bas sometimes takén, and the concern 
which the demands of railway labor are 
causing, are having the effect of keep- 
‘ingmany investors away. It can hardly be 


‘| deubted, however, that the position of 


the railroads, as a whole, even in the 
face of labor demands, is being strength- 
ened by current record earnings, as un- 
doubtedly the position of industrial com- 
panies has been and is being strength- 
ened. 

The longer these influences make them- 
selves felt the greater will be the op- 
portunity for conservative readjustment 
of the -values at which securities are ac- 

cepted as collateral. It is in no way 
desirable, however, that the banks 
should adopt a less conservative course 
in the matter of stock market loans. 
The market has in many respecis been 
restricted, but its position has been un- 
usually sound for such a time because 
of the unusually large margin between 
the prices at which stocks have been 
selling and the prices at which they. 
have .been taken in loans. It would
